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The Occaſion of the enſuing Diſcourſe aud Diſpute with George V/hitehead, 


1 H. Merting with George Fox accidentally, Oæob. 4. and falling into diſcturſe with him, amonę it 


other things, told him he would prove him and the Quakers deceivers, and ſuch as people ought not to 
hear or follow, but to account accurſed, C. F. asked bim if he would give it under his hand, I. H. 
laid, Yes, G. F. bidding him app:int time and place, be did ſo, appointing the Thurſday next following, or 
that preſent day in the Afternocn, being Tueſday, G. F. refuſed it, Jaying he was to go that day out of 
Tarn, but acked 1.H.if be would do it the next time they came to Town, which might be abeut a Fourt- 
night after, in caſe they gave him notice of their coming two or three dayes before, I. H. (having before 
engaged to a Friend in Lincolnſhire 1 go a jeurney to ſee him, and appointed him te meet him 12. 
mile off his home Octob. 14.) told G. F. he could not nor would engage that, both becauſe he might be 
wt well then, and becauje if well, he might be out of Town, having engaged « ſourney, about ſuch time 
as he ſpoke of. But at any time when he ſh:u/d be in Town, and well, when it might fland with his 
conveniencie, before a competent number of people, where he might be heard, he ſbouſd be ready te da it. 
He which purpoſe alſo the ſaid I. H. poſted up ſome Papers the (ame day, to warn people of them, charging 
them to the ſame effe# as above, and adding that he ſbould be read) to make it good, when thereto law- 
fully called, the 8:1h of the ſaid moneth notice was given to 1. H. that George Fox was tecome to 
Town the next dey, and expeRed that I. H. ſhould make good his charge, I. H. replied that he could not 
de ſo, nor was engaged to it, being fore ingaged, a jcurney in which he had appointed bis Friend to meet 
him, Octob. 14. and that that journey he had fignified bef-re to G. F. and thereupon pofitively bad de- 
nied to engage himſelf is make good hisſaid charge at their next coming; and that he had publikeh given 
notice of his being to go that jaurney in the Congregation, the Lords day before, ar was noterioufly known. 
They threatned then to poſt him up if be flayed not, as going «way from it: Nevertheleſſe, I. H. to per- 
form his fore-ingagement to his friend, went his journey, and they (though he reminded G. F. in 4 Letter 
he | eft for him, — had paſt between them, as above · related) coming to Town, viz. G. F. and G: 
W. not only aſperſed the ſaid I. H. as refufing to fland to his charge «gains them, but alſo incivilly 
and unrtaſonably in his abſence, peſted him as failing in bis promiſe, and going away on purpoſe, their 
impudency, in which I. H. remonſtrated to the people, in Papers poſted up in Anſwer to theirs at his re- 
tn. [About Jan. 7. G. W. came to Lin, and about the 10. or 11. day provoked I. H by « Letter full 
of high vaunting Language, like Goliah, or one of the fans of Anak, boaſting of the nature he was in 
and what they could and ſhould do ) to make good bis charge againſt them, which «fter ſome Overtures of 


time and place, was at length agreed upon te be done in the Chance! of South-Lin, en Ian. i 3.

e@Eing come together into the Chancel of Sou h. Lin, and places being by either 
of us, and our friends taken, after ſome Appeal to the Lord, and defire of his 
3 Preſence for making out his truth, aud giving teſtimony to it, and topping 
Ice mouth of iniquity; The ſaid J. H. entte d opon his charge or proof of 
it to this Purpoſe. 

people, I am come hither to make good a Charge formerly laid by me agaioſt 
— the people call'd Quakers, uix to prove them to be Deceivers, and ſuch as 
people ought not to hear, or to follow, but to account them accurſed. I hope you will 
judge it but reaſonable, that I have liberty without intertuption, to produce what I have to 
ſay by way of proof of it; which I ſhall defire to obſerve this Method in. 

I. I ſhall ſhew that there are ſome people that we ought not to follow, but account ac- 
curled, and who, or what manver of people they be. And then 

2. I ſhall in the Strength aud Name of the Lord, (for I come not in my own ſtrength or 
name to do it) prove that the people called Quakers, (and amongſt them this George #hite- 
bead) are ſuch people. 

For the firſt, I ſhall deſire you to minde, Gal. 1.8,9. For if we, or an Angel from Heaven 
preach another Goſpel (or preach unto you other) then ibat which we have preached unte you, let him be 
acconſed. To which we may joyne, 1 Cor 16.22, If any Man love not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, let 
bim be Anat hem Maranatbe, Curſed, the Lord cometh, or at the coming of the Lord. And 
in 2 John 10, If ary man come ts you, and bring not this doc vine, (con not, or magnifie not 
Chriſt come in the fleſh.) receive him not 10 bouſe, neither bid him God ſped, G. But I ſhall ob- 
ſerve ſome things from the firſt mentioned Scripture, viz, Gel. 1.8, F we or an Angel from 
Heawin, Where note, that we are not to receive any man upon his prerence of being an 
Apoſtle, or one ſent of God, Such as pretend to be ſo ſent, and to have ſeen ot ſpoken with 
Chriſt, or to be immediately ſent of God, may be of thoſe that we are to account accurſed ; 
for the Apoſtle ſays, If we, and again, HI Paul, preach mother doftrine, &c. (yea, and fo in 
Rev.z.2. weread of ſome that ſayd they were Apoſtles, and were not, but were tound lyars.) 
Againes it is not enough that men come as Angellis from Heaven to induce us to receive them, 
it is no Angell like appearance, either is their excellent ſpeech,ſpeaking like Angells, vanting 
that they are in rhe Spirit and Power of God, nor any Angell like carriage in appearing hue 
mility, holyneſle,finleſneſſe, &c. chat ſh» uld preſently make us conclude ſuch, and ſuch men 
are of God, even ſuch alſo may be Perſons to be accounted accurſed by us. For even Satan 
himſelf is transformed into an Angel! of light, and no marvaile if his Meſſengers, or Emiſſa- 
ries rransforme themſelves into Mic.iſters of righteouſnefſe, as the Apoſt le ſayes, 2 Cor. 11. 
13,14. theſe thin then be not the certain characters to know men to be liſtened to, and re- 
ceived by , but according to their conformity to the Apoſtles doctrine. If any pretending ne- 
ver ſuch immediate avtho.iry from God, or have never ſuch an Angell like ſpeech, and catt i- 
age, yet agree not to, or ſpeak not the language, and Doctrine delivered by the Apoſtles for 
the obedience of faith to, and among all Nations, we are not to liften to, or follow bim, but 
acc ouut him accurſed. ſuch be the Perſons to be ſo accounted by us. I ſhould nextly then 
inquite into the Doctrine or Goſpel preached by the Apoftles, and ſo bring theſe men to the 
trial of that Touchſtone, but I ſhall not enlarge upou that, becauſe I would be brief, and give 
him time to anſwer for himſelf. Only I ſhall pitch upon two Heads of Trials. 1, Touching 
the manner of the coming of the true Prophets and Apoſtles, in the way of their doctrine 
And 2. The matter delivered by them therein. « 

For the manner of their coming I ſhall note, : Eo 

1. That the true apo#les and Prophets of God and Chriſt alwayes, uſe o come with abaſe- 
ments of themſelves in the Preſence of God, and with <xaiting and lifring vp God aud 
Chriſt, they uſe to own themſelves ſinnets, to have fin, and to be weak, bruitiſli in themielvs,

as of themſelves, and the like z never any ot 2 have uſed to vaunt themſclves ot ſpeak of 
themſelves or one ancther as ſinleſs, bur always abaſe themſelves ang glorifie the Lord ; 
thee therefore that come otherwiſe, preaching themſelves ſinleſs and perfeR, and much 
more; that viliſie and reproach others/ior confeſling fiv, theſe have nor the badges of the 
tt ve Prophets and Apoſtles; by this we may diſcover this People called Quakers, 

That the holy men of God the Prophets and Apoſtles uſe to wn themſelves to have ſin 
in them, the Scriprurez witneſs : 1. The Pattiarchs and Fiſt Fathers though we read not 
of any particular fins of ſome of them, yer in this they are maniteſt to hve owned rhem- 
ſelves to have been ſinners, and to have fiv in them, that they uſe to worſhip God by Se- 
crifice, in which was a remembrance of fin, Hebr. 10. 2, 3. Bur 2. The Prophets are more 
expreſs in their acknowledgmenrs, as David, Pſal. 19.1 2. Whe can kn:w his errors ? cleanſe thou 
me from my ſecret fins, and keep me that ꝙ eſumptuous fins prevail not over me he had ſecret fins then 
it ſeems to be cleanſed dom: And again in Pſal. 38. 16,17. I ſaid hear me leaft otherwiſe they 


(mine enemies) ſhud rejoyce over me, when wy foot ſlippeth (it ſeems he was ſenſible of flips: 


ſometimes) then they megnifie themſelves againſt me, then they rejoyce and inſult : See this is 
a Chatactet of falſe Prophets, and enemies to the true Prophets ſo to do. Yea he further 
adds, for I am ready to halt, and my ſorrow is continually before me, for 1 will declate my 
iniquity, I will be forry for my fin (ſee Devid was ſenſible of his readineſs to halt, and be- 
wails it, and he had iniquity, and fin he confelled ) but mine enemies (adds he) are lively, 
aud they are ſtrong, G c. The enemies to the true Prophers, they it ſeems boaſted them- 
ſelves, and vepoured in their ſtrength and pretended holineſs, as if they had no fie to con- 
feſs as poor David had, and repioached David for it, as theſe people, and this G. Whitchead 
have lately teptoache i us for joyning our ſelves with the Nation in confeſſing fin, and 
that they (the Quakers) are ordered of God as a judgment to us (namely this Nation Where- 
of we are pait) for our neglect of Chriſt the ſalvation of God, and abuſe of his ereth 3 how 
do they inſult over us forthis? Are they not herein made manifeſt to be like Davids enemies, 
falſe Prophets, that magnified themſelves againſt him, and were lively and ſtropg while he 
confeſt his fin. Again in P/al.143. 2.David ſays, Enter not into judgment with thy ſervent O Lord, 
for no man living ſhall be juftified in thy fight : Maik, no man living, implying clearly that there 
is no man ſo juſt, and holy, and without fin in humſelf, while he is alive in the world, or 
living, or b:fore his deceaſe that he may be any other wiſe juſtified in the ſight of God, then 
by his not earring into judgement with him, that is thes by his forgiving his fin, and ac- 
ceptiag him in Chriſt, doth not that then clearly and peifeftly imply no man per fed ly freed 
from fin in himſelf in this life ? Solomon alſo ſays in 1 Kings 8. 46. There is no man that finneth 
wot: And Eccleſ. 7. 20, There is not a ju# man on earth that doth good and finneth nt, he did not 
then magnifie himſelf as ſinleſs: Agur alſo a good man, ſee how he abaſes himſelf, and gives 
glory to God in the beginning of his propheſie; Prov. 30.2, 3, Surely (ſeys he) I em more bru- 
tiſt than man, and have not the underflanding of a man; I neither learned wiſdome, nor have the krow- 
ledge of the holy, Who hath aſcended, c. Every _ God is pure, he 18 4 ſhield ti them that tru 
in him; he was far from witneſſing perfection in himſalf , and glorying thereof to others: 
No, he abaſes himſelf, and only gives gloty ro God. Iſaiab alſo when he was 4 Prophets, 
(for he began to propheſie in the days of Uxziab, Iſai. 1. 1.) when he ſa the glory of Ged 
and Chriſt, and the Seraphins hiding their faces and feet with their wings in his preſence 
as not pure enough for Gods fight, and heatd them cry one to anorhernot of o e another) Ho- 
ly, holy, holy, is the Lord God of Heffls, the whole earth is full of his glory, cries out, Wo is me, fer 
I am undone, becauſe I am a man of uncleen lips, and live in the midſt of a people of unc can lips, &c. 
And though the Lord then took away his iniquity, and purged his lin as' if we conſeſs our 
Eins, he is faithful and juff to forgive us our fins, and to cleenſe us from all unrighteouſneſs 1 Joh. i. 9. ) 
yer we find him again afterward . confeſſing his fin, and joyaing himſelſ with the people in 
eonfeſfing their isiquities ( and ſo he was none of them people reproved by hlm that uſe to 
ſay to others, Stand by thy ſelf, I am more h1ly then theu, as Iſai. 65.5.) as in Jai. 59. 10, 11, 12, 
13. We grope for the wall iike the blind, and we grope as if we had no cyet; the deceivers of our 
times had they heard him ſay fo, its probable would have replycd, Thov art a blind Guide 
indeed, art thou fit to be a Prophet and Shepherd ? and doſt thou call vs blind Watch- 
men, and thou thy ſelf ſayeſt thou raven like the blind, and gropeſt as if thou hadſt a0 
eyes? He afrer adds, For our trenſgreſsions are multiplied before ther, and eur fins teſlifie againſt us, 

for 
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for eur tranſgreſſi ns are With ur, and d fo! our intquities we know them, in lrranſgreffing, and lying e« 
gainft the Lord, and depirting away from our God, ſpeaking (oppreſſion and revolt, &c. and again in 
1ſa.64.6, We are all as an unclean thing, end all our righteouſneſſe are as filthy rags. and we do a'l fade 
as 4 leafe, and cur iniquities like the wind have taken us a way. So we might ſhew you in 
Jer. 14.7,8,9,33,21. And Daniel he confelled Rebellions and Sins agaioſt God. Dan. 9. 
3 vetſ. 20. he confeſſed his fin, and the fin of his people Iſrael, &c. But I would 
reif. 
. Come we to the Apoſtles, or the times of and fince Chriſt eome in the fi:ſh. J hu the 
B. ptiſt acknowledged fin in him, for he ſayes, I have need to be baptized of thee, and comeſt 
thou to me, Matth. 3. 14. He thought not himſelf, it ſeems, ſoclean then that he needed uo 
fu:ther waſhing by Chriſt. So the Apoſtles. Paul ſayes, Sin dwelt in bim, Rom 2. 17, 20. and 
in 1 Tim. 1.15, when he was an Apoſtle he confeſt himſelf a ſinner, ſaying, Feſus Ch1# came 
into the world to ſave finners, of whom I am (mark, Iam) the chief, or a chief one, James alſo 
ſayes, In many things we offend all, Jam. 3.2. and John, If we walkin the light, as he is in tte light, 
then have we fellan ſhip one with amther. And what then, have we no fin then in vs? nay, he 
ſayes not ſo, but the contrary, the blood of Chriſt cleenſeth us from all fin, [cleanſeth in the pre- 
ſent time] he ſayes not, it hath before cleanſed us from all; ſo as aow there is no further 
need for it cocleante us; for we have none to be cleanſed from. But to the contrary, 1 
we ſay we have us fin, we deceive our ſelves, and the truth is not in us. And in chap. 2. 1. 2. he ſayt, 
Thele things write Ito you, that ye (in got, ic ſeems then, the Apoſtles w-iting ſo, and con- 
feſling ſin ia them, was not a pleading for fin, as theſe men upon that account traduce and 
ep: oach us, but he wiit thoſe things as a warning of men to take heed of ſioning, for ic 
rends to make men the more watchful, to know that there is ſuch an knen y in their boſom, 
that is ſo dangerous to them. Wheras the contrary perſwalion layes men open to follow 
aſter what ever is in their hearts, as not being fin. Bur ſayes he if any man fin, we, (we that be- 
leive) have an advicate with the Faiber Jeſus Chriſt the righteous, and be is the propitiation for our fins 
(mar ke tor our fins, it ſeemes then they thought, and judged that they had ſias, and ſo need 
to live upon Chriſt by Faith, as th:ir propitiation, and to abide alwayes in him, wherin they 
fined no?) they ſayd not, there is no fin in us, nor we have no fin in us for Chr.ſt to be our 
propitiation for. True it is, he ſayes iv 1 Foha.4.17, he i, ſo are we in this Wirld. But we 
ite not to ſtraine the Setiptutes beyond their ſcope, however, that cannot be the meaning of 
the Apoſtle, that is dire ly contrary to his othet ſayings, he canuot therfore mean in it, we 
are without fin as he is, becauſe that is conttaty to his own ſaying, that if we ſay we have no fin. 
we deceive our ſelves. not will it reach to all things, for then we might ſay as Chriſt is wickour 
a viſible perſonal Body in the world, ſubjeR to aches ,and pains, and mortallity, fo are W too 
and thats evidently falſe, but he ſpeaks in reſpect of judgment, we have ſuch uſe and reſpeR 
in the world as Chiiſt hath. 

Hereabout George Whitehead began to grow impatient, and to ſer himſe f to intetrupt, and to 
anſwer, bot I. H. and others preſent, and amongſt them Mr. H. the Church warden told him 
that was not faire, I. A. being called, and come thirher to make good his charge ſhould have 
liberty re proceed, and 1.H, told him he had not yet done with the fi:ſt branch of it · So af+ 
ter a little ſtrugling, he gave way for him to proceed. And he proceeded to this purpoſe. 

I. H. You (ce this proved, that the true Apoſtles and Prophets uſe to confeſſe fin in them- 
ſelves, and none of them to glo:y in their perfection and ſinleſueſſe, only the falle prophets 
were otherwiſe carried to life up themſelves as ſtrong aod lively, and the Phariſees they uſe 
to beaſt, God I thank thee, I am not as other men ave, not like the Publican, t: nftiog in themſelves 
that they were righteous, and deſpiſing others as being fingers: and whether this be not the 
way too of theſe men the Quakers, (for & W. his impatience will not per mit me to obſerve 
the method propounged, ) I appeal to all that have h-ard them or read th ir books, Do noc 
they glory of their ſinleſaeſſe and righteouineſſe, and deſpiſe others th rt lay they are n icts, 
yea, have they not reproached, (even this G. W. among the reſt hath reproach:d us) for own- 
ing our ſelves, as part of the Nation, guilty of fin with them 

2, Again, the true Apoſtles and Teachers uſe co prove their doctine and preach'ng by the 
Scriptures, and not to abuſe the Scriptures with gtoſſe and ſenſeleſſe gloſſes. Now theſe men 
do abuſe the Scriptures with deceitful glofſes. I will inſtance one of tw; we alledged, 1 Kings 


8. 46. There is n) mn that Suneth not, to prove that the true Prophets owacd all men 2 be 
: nacrs 
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Ganers is themſelves, Now mark what aicull:iſe gloſſe theſe people, and this G. W. by 
name puts upon it, viz. That among them har fin, there is none that ſinneth not Mmking 
the wiſeft of mea ſpeak a Taurologie and ſcuſleſſe ipeech ro God, that thete is none that 
fins, that fins not. And then they adde to that auo her forry ſhiſt, that chat was under the 
Old Covenant, under the New Covenant is orher wile, as if they would ſay, under the O'd 
Covenant there was no man of them that ſinned that ſinned not: but now its otherwiſe, 
ſome among thoſe that ſin, fin not. Again to Eccleſ. 7. 20. There 1s not « juſt man upon earth 
that Funelh not. They ſay, mak the word (there) there in the changeable ſtate is not a juſt 
man, &e. pulling the word there from is, When as CG. W. knows thut it is but one word 
in the Latine, viz. Ef, and to there and ii ought not to be parted, there, is not in that place 
Adve:b of Place: and then too they muſt ſay, Job was not ſuch a juſt man, for he was in 
the changable ſtate, waiting all his appointed time. till his change ſhould come. Nor Paul, 
and the other Believers, for they looked for the Saviour fiom Heaven to change their vile 
body, Phil. 3. 20. a : R : 

Hereabour again G. W. grew imparient,and would have been interrupting, and anſwering : 
but he was told, it was not fair, not to let J. H. proceed, ſeeing it was his work, or part, to 
prove his Charge againſt them; and the Church-warden bid him either be fair, and hear out 
the proof of the Charge, or elſe he ſhould nor be there. To whom G. W. replyed, Would he 
have him out of the Meeting · place? and indeed I conceive.he would have willingly had that 
to glory in, rather than to hear himſelf proved a Deceiver, and ſuch as people ought to 
count accurſed : but being perſwaded to acquieſs, or be quiet a little, he anſwered, there 
had been much ſaid, and his memory could not bear ſo much as might be ſpoken, or to that 
purpoſe. To whom J. H. replyed : It ſeems, thou art not yet perfect, if thy Memory be ſo 
weak : yer after a little ſtrvggling, he gave way again: aud J. N. proceeded, to this 
effect: 

2. I ſhovid come near to the matrer of their Doctt ine: but he being impatient, 1 muſt but 
briefly mention the Heads of what I would charg them with therein: 1 ſhall — ſay then, 
That they that ſubvert the Faith delivered by the Apoſtles, and undermine the hope of the 
Goſpel, they preach other Doctrine than the Apoſtles did, and are ſuch as ought to be 
accounted accariſed by men: Now, that theſe men the Quakers, and G. W. partievlarly 
doth ſo, I thus demonſtrate. ; 

1. They ſubvert the Faith in denying Chriſt to have that body in heaven glorified in which 
he ſuffered, and roſe again, and fo they deny the truth ot that in A#.1.11. that he ſhould even 
{> come dm again in like manner as they had ſeen him go up ; they therein ſubvert rhe Faith of his 
appearing in heaven for us, &c. 

2, They ſubvert the Faith in ſaying as Edw. Borroughs, in the Declaration of cheir Faith, 
That the knowledg of Chriſt that is to etetnal Salvation is the knowledg of him after the 
Spirit, as he wis before the world was, which is in effect, not to confeſs, but make nothing 
of his coming in the fleſh. 

Again,They ſubvert the hope of the — in denying the Reſurrection of the bodies of 
men, and in ſaying that that coming of Clviſt,in which he ſhall deſcend with a ſhour, wich the 


voice of the Archangel and Tromp of God; And when the dead in Chriſt ſhall be raiſed, 


and the living believers be changed, is over and paſt, the Apoſtles and Believers of that age 
lived and remained to it; for what then have we to expect and hope. Bur thoſe things 
we muſt ſpeak to if we can come to them afrerward, becauſe he is impaticat. Now there- 
fore let us hear what rkou canſt ſay for thy ſelf. 
S. W. then addreſiing himſelf ro anſwer. Firft, pull d ont the papers that I. H. had writtes. 
i; one of which he ſaid, that through the ſtrength of God he would prove them Deceivers, 
aas ſueh as people ought not to hear, but to account them accuſed, and another, in which 
he warned people to beware of them, as of thoſe whom he by good proof knew to be Decei- 
vers, and ſuch as people ought not to flow. but 
V1lſully to depart from the truth known, to to account accurſed ; and, that rhoſc tha: having 
fell Decerver, is without controverfie the fn known the truth, wilfully tuned awey from it, to 
ſpoken of in Mebr. 6. 4, 5, 6. and 10. 25 26, goafter them, did run therein iors ihe upat den- 
29. that is unperdonable. when finiſted; nor able fin, which he was ready to w ike £00d, when 
aid. W. make any queſtion ab:#t thats lawſully called to it: which Pac G. 1629 to

che people: and 7. H. fiood to maintain them againſt him, Ilzving read them, he told the 
people that F. fi. had not made good his charge azainſt them: For though J. H. ſaid true, in 
ſaying That the Prophets and Apoſtles witnelled fin ig them,aad contefſed fin, yet thut did not 
prove, that the Quakers preached another Doctrine than they did: For,though the Prophets 
and apeſtles did ſo 23 J. H. had proved, yer (ſaid G. W.) they witneſled alſo another ſtate 
afterward, when ih y were free from fin : and that J. H. had not proved that they bat fin in 
them ſo long 25 they lived. ( which how falſe that wa; appears in whar J. H. faid on Pſal.
